PIONEER  AUCTION  RESULTS  & ACTIVITY  1997 


The  year  started  with  the  Fun  show  in  Florida.  On  the  bourse  floor  the  remaining 
dealers  stock  of  Eliasberg  Pioneer  gold  coins  found  willing  clients.  Fractional  gold 
did  well  in  the  Heritage  Auction.  The  Long  Beach,  Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  and 
Chicago  Super  Show  saw  major  pioneer  rarities  change  hands.  Private  Treaty 
Sales  included  the  Morman  $20,  the  1860  Clark  Gruber  $20,  Moffat  16.00  Ingot 
and  the  very  rare  Wass  Molitor  Large  Head  $20. 

The  Bowers  and  Merena  May  30-31  auction  saw  a 1860  Clark  Gruber  $10  copper 
pattern  sell  for  $3740.  In  the  June  3 Spink  Auction  the  Parsons  & Co.  Quarter 
Eagle  Pattern  changed  hands  for  $1 1,000.  At  the  same  time  Superior  auctioned  a 
large  Fractional  Gold  collection  and  several  nice  Pioneer  Gold  pieces.  The 
Majority  of  the  Fractional  Gold  went  to  major  dealers  with  several  collectors 
purchasing  selective  pieces.  Prices  were  mixed  for  Fractional  gold  compared  to 
the  strong  prices  realized  at  the  last  Superior  Auction.  Auction  prices  continued  to 
remain  strong  for  all  Pioneer  Gold. 

The  June  1 1 Stack  Sale  featured  the  Schoonmaker  Collection  of  Western 
Numismatic  Americana.  Fred  Schoonmaker  was  one  of  the  few  collectors  to  ever 
assemble  a complete  set  of  Clark  Gruber  coinage  in  gold.  Some  strong  prices 
went  to  book  with  mixed  results  on  the  remaining  items.

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WHO  MADE  ZERBE'S  SOUVENIR  GOLD  TOKENS? 

Farran  Zerbe,  a well-known  numismatist  and  a president  of  the 
A.N.A.,  was  the  U.  S.  Mint's  representative  at  several  major 
expositions  early  this  century.  Alaska  miner  tokens  were  made 
for  the  Alaska-Yukon-Pacif ic  Exposition  in  1909  and  these  were 
later  incorporated  into  the  36-piece  Coins  of  the  Golden  West 
set  that  Zerbe  sold  alongside  the  U.S.  Mint  commemoratives  at 
the  U.S.  Mint  booth  at  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  Exposition. 

These  tokens  were  made  by  M.  E.  Hart  Co.  and  the  set  mounted 
in  the  same  copper  frame  by  Shreve  & Co.  as  was  used  for  the 
full  set  of  U.S.  Mint  commemoratives.  These  framed  sets  of 
the  Coins  of  the  Golden  West  sold  rather  poorly  and  are  thus 

rather  rare  today.  Zerbe  later  sold  the  unused  copper  frames 

as  picture  frames. 

However,  Zerbe' s gold  i & i tokens  made  for  the  1904 

Louisiana-Purchase  Exposition  and  the  1905  Lewis  & Clark 

Exposition  are  quite  different.  The  former  feature  a fleur- 
de-lis  on  the  obverse  with  Zerbe' s initial  on  it  while  the  latter 
features  Mt.  Hood  on  the  obverse.  Unlike  the  Coins  of  the 
Golden  West,  these  tokens  are  of  high  grade  gold  (18  kt  alloyed 
with  copper  and  silver),  and  are  very  thin  with  shallow  relief. 

The  key  to  who  made  these  for  Zerbe  was  found  among  an  auction 
lot  of  tokens  from  the  Kosoff  estate  in  1985.  This  included 
two  of  the  tokens  illustrated  here.  It  has  a diameter  of  9.6 
mm,  is  0.4  mm  thick  and  weighs  0.2  grams.  The  obverse  is  that 
of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  tokens  but  the  reverse  with  the  date 
in  the  center  of  a wreath  is  that  found  on  a 1903  Arms  of 
California  token.  This  has  been  previously  documented  as  one 
of  the  tokens  made  by  California  Jewelry  Co.  (Brasher  Bulletin, 
Vol.  4,  No.  3,  p.6,  1991)  before  their  demise  during  the  1906 
San  Francisco  earthquake.  This  then  is  presumably  a trial 

strike  made  by  California  Jewelry  Co.  who  was  a major  source 
of  fractional  coins  and  tokens  between  1871  and  1906. 


I sold  one  of  these  trial  strikes  to  Dave  Morice  who  called 
it  "The  Missouri  Mule"  and  included  it  in  an  excellent  article 
on  the  Lousiana-Purchase  tokens  (TAMS,  p.  166,  October  1989). 
However,  Dave  disagrees  that  this  is  a trial  strike,  feeling 
that  this  mule  was  made  later  by  someone  who  obtained  the  dies. 
I agree  with  Dave  that  Zerbe  likely  would  have  objected  to  anyone 
using  his  dies  to  produce  fantasy  mules,  but  it  does  seem  logical 
that  Zerbe  would  have  turned  to  the  preeminent  token  maker  of 
the  day  to  produce  his  tokens,  and  the  rarity  of  these  mules 
would  be  as  expected  were  they  trial  strikes.  On  the  other 
hand  as  Dave  points  out,  the  dies  for  this  piece  appear  to  be 
well  worn  and  with  die  cracks.  I'll  let  the  reader  decide. 


Supreme  Court  Agrees  to  Rule  on  California  Shipwreck  Case

The  Supreme  Court  has  agreed  to  use  the  case  of  a California  Gold  Rush-era  ship 
that  sank  132  years  ago  to  decide  how  courts  should  handle  disputes  between 
states  and  treasure  hunters. 

The  court,  granting  an  appeal  by  California  officials,  said  yesterday  it  will  review 
rulings  that  named  Deep  Sea  Research  Inc.-  and  not  the  state-  sole  owner  of  the 
sunken  ship,  with  exclusive  salvage  rights.  A decision  is  expected  next  year. 

California’s  appeal  was  supported  in  ffiend-of-the-court  briefs  submitted  by  15 
other  states  and  a coalition  of  groups  dedicated  to  protecting  historic  shipwrecks. 

The  Brother  Jonathan,  a 220-foot  wooden-hulled  paddle  steamer,  sank  in  1 865  en 
route  to  Puget  Sound  from  San  Francisco.  Most  of  its  250  passengers  and  crew 
members  drowned. 

Deep  Sea  Research,  a California  company,  searched  for  the  Brother  Jonathan  for 
about  20  years  before  discovering  it  under  250  feet  of  water  about  4 1/2  miles  off 
Crescent  City  (Del  Norte  County). 

Deep  Sea  Research  located  the  two  insurance  companies  that  had  paid  the  lion’s 
share  of  the  wreck’s  claims  and  purchased  title  to  the  ship  and  its  contents  from 
them. 

Both  companies  stated  in  the  contracts  that  they  had  never  abandoned  their  title  to 
the  shipwreck.  When  Deep  Sea  Research  sought  exclusive  salvage  rights  in 
federal  court,  California  officials  intervened  and  sought  to  have  the  case 
dismissed. 

The  state  claimed  that  the  ship  had  been  abandoned  and  was  therefore  state 
property.

Peerless  Silver  Co.  and  Peerless  Silver  Mining  Co., 
Quijotoa,  Arizona,  1886 


The  silver  in  this  ingot  came  from  the  Peerless  mine  in  Quijotoa,  Pima  County,  Arizona.  ,Hot  on 
the  heels  of  the  Tombstone  discoveries,  prospectors  found  ore  here  in  1883.  After  finding  a 
mountain  top  full  of  quartz,  one  of  the  discoverers  exclaimed  "There’s  a bigger  thing  than  the 
Comstock  on  top  of  that  mountain"1 . The  locators  contacted  Wm  S.  Lyle,  a mining  capitalist  in 
San  Francisco2  and  associate  of  John  Mackay,  a powerful  mining  man  in  Virginia  City.  On 
December  7,  1883,  the  original  locators  had  sold  the  mine  to  Mackay,  Fair,  Flood,  & O'Brian, 
known  as  the  "Silver  Kings"  for  the  wealth  they  had  gained  in  controlling  the  mines  on  the  great 
Comstock  Lode  in  Virginia  City,  Nevada.  Neighboring  mines  were  given  names  such  as 
"Crocker"  and  other  distinctions  typical  of  the  Silver  Kings  investing  group.  The  Silver  Kings 
quickly  incorporated  the  Peerless  Silver  Mining  Co.  on  December  14,  1883. 

Optimism  was  so  high  in  the  new  district  that  new  townsites  were  laid  out...  Virginia  City,  New 
Virginia,  and  Brooklyn.  A city  at  Quijotoa  was  expected  in  1885  to  equal  that  of  Tombstone. 

The  Silver  Kings  poured  money  into  the  new  mine,  and  drove  a tunnel  through  Ben  Nevis 
Mountain,  reportedly  spending  a million  dollars  to  do  it,  but  returning  less  than  half 3 In  fact,  the 
reported  production  was  far  less.  U.  S.  Government  reports  list  production  in  1887  as  $26,000. 
No  other  production  was  reported  through  1889,  though  could  have  been  outside  the  scope  of  the 
Government  studies  in  1885.4 

The  Peerless  Silver  Mining  Co.'s  president  was  none  other  than  Charles  H.  Fish,  a County 
Recorder  in  Virginia  City,  Nevada.  Fish  was  an  important  ally  to  the  Silver  Kings,  and  was 
undoubtedly  president  to  keep  watch  over  the  Silver  King's  investment.  Another  close  associate, 
and  co-investor  with  the  Silver  Kings,  was  Nevada  Senator  John  Jones.  Jones  had  made  a fortune 
on  the  Crown  Point  Bonanza,  and  did  it  again  with  Mackay  later  in  the  Big  Bonanza  at  Virginia 
City.  It  was  John  Jones  who  filed  the  papers  for  the  Peerless  Silver  Co.  in  Washington,  DC  in 

1886.  The  Silver  Kings  had  most  likely  formed  the  Peerless  Silver  Co.  to  market  the  Peerless 
Silver  Mine  silver,  and  therefore  maximize  the  profits  by  taking  the  product  from  mine  to 
consumer. 

The  Peerless  Silver  Co.  was  incorporated  in  Washington,  DC  on  March  1,  1886.  Capital  stock 
was  10,000  shares,  available  at  1000  shares  at  $10  each.  Three  trustees  managed  the  company  the 
first  year,  Stilson  Hutchins  and  Lee  Hutchins  of  Washington  DC,  and  Felker  Temple  of 
Somerville,  Mass.  Operations  were  "at  the  rear  of  the  house  at  921  D St.,  NW  in  Washington,

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DC."  The  three  were  directors,  along  with  T.C.  Rives.  The  document  was  requested  delivered  to 
John  Jones  on  September  16,  1886.5  The  presence  of  John  Jones'  name  on  the  Peerless  Silver  Co. 
corporate  papers  conclusively  ties  the  Peerless  Silver  Mining  Co.  and  Peerless  Silver  Company  to 
the  Silver  Kings. 

The  ingot  is  6 1/2  " long,  3"  wide,  and  1 1/2  " thick,  weighing  about  102  troy  ounces.  There  is  an 
incused  stamp  in  the  center  of  the  top  of  the  ingot  that  reads  "Peerless  Silver/  Wash.  D.  C."  in  a 2 
1/4  inch  circle.  The  bar  is  oxidized  from  being  buried,  and  is  pitted,  mostly  as  the  result  of  the  ash 
used  to  line  the  ingot  mold  prior  to  pouring.  The  ash  consists  of  particles  of  charcoal  and  shell. 

A portion  of  the  top  was  polished  to  read  the  incused  monogram,  and  part  of  the  bottom  was 
polished  to  inspect  the  metal.  The  bar  was  found  buried  on  private  property  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area.  It  represents  a unique  and  important  physical  artifact  from  Arizona.

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1895  GOLD  FIRST.MILL  PRODUCT,  ARGO  TUNNEL, 
IDAHO  SPRINGS,  (COLORADO 


The  Newhouse  Tunnel  Co.  Ltd  was  formed  in  London  in  1893.  They  acquired  the  stock  of  the 
Argo  Mining,  Drainage,  and  Transportation  Co.,  which  had  incorporated  earlier  in  1893  for  the 
express  purpose  of  driving  a tunnel  through  the  mountain  from  Idaho  Springs,  Colorado,  to 
Central  City  with  mining  locations  along  the  line  of  the  tunnel,  in  the  same  fashion  as  trhe  famous 
Sutro  Tunnel  on  the  Comstock  Lode  in  Nevada.  The  investors  hoped  that  the  tunnel  would 
intersect  gold  quartz  veins. 

The  mill  opened  in  1895,  and  this  solid  gold  piece  struck  from  Colorado  gold  was  given  to 
Company  administrators.  The  small  hole  at  the  top  shows  no  wear,  and  may  have  been  a medal 
worn  at  the  bottom  of  a ribbon  on  the  Company  president's  lapel.  By  1 899,  the  Newhouse  Tunnel 
and  Mining  Company  became  known  as  the  Argo  Transportation  and  Tunnel  Co.,  Ltd.  according 
to  Spence  in  British  Investments  and  the  American  Mining  Frontier.  Another  source,  The 
Mining  Manual,  1900,  said  the  name  of  the  company  was  the  Argo  Tunnel  and  Mining  Co.,  Ltd. 
Directors  were  A.W.  Byron,  F.  Hargraves,  JR.  Hutchinson,  D.G.  Spiro,  M.I.  Newhouse,  and  S. 
Newhouse. 

By  1900,  the  Argo  was  driven  7500  linear  feet  toward  central  City.  The  projected  length  was 
20,000  feet.  By  1901,  the  12'  x 12'  tunnel  had  been  driven  1 1,500  feet,  and  was  finished  in  a few 
short  years  afterward. 

The  Company  was  sold  in  1905  to  new  owners,  who  changed  the  name  to  Argo  Mining  and 
Tunnel  Co.,  which  incorporated  in  Deleware,  with  capital  reported  of  $1,250,000. 

Today  the  Argo  Tunnel,  Mine,  and  Mill  sites  house  a mining  museum,  and  is  the  subject  of  EPA 
action  concerning  acid  and  heavy  metal  mine  water  drainage.  In  1995,  a local  politicians 
discussed  the  idea  of  expanding  the  tunnel  to  facilitate  automobile  traffic  between  the  two  cities. 

It  was  decidedly  not  cost  effective  and  tabled  indefinitely. 

This  gold  piece  is  formerly  unknown.

As  a general guide  the  1996  rarity  ratings  of  7-  and  higher  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  tivo-thirds  of 
the  existing  population  have  been  presented  to  P.C.gji;  for  rarities  of  6+  ro  6-  it  is  assumed  that  60% 
have  been  certified;  for  rarity  5+  55%.
